Group II, claim(s) 17, is drawn to a method of introducing coding sequences into target 
cells. 

Group III, claim(s) 18, is drawn to a method for producing a peptide, protein and/or 
virus. 

Group IV, claim(s) 19-20, are drawn to a method for affecting a living animal body. 
Group V, claim(s) 21, is drawn to a cell containing the recombinant poxvirus. 

The inventions listed above as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species 
lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The 
special technical feature of Group I is the recombinant poxvirus.
